1997 SUMMER STUDIO ART CLASSES AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF 
ART TAKE NEW NAME, NEW FORMAT 

(Cleveland, OH) The Cleveland Museum of Art’s summer studio art offerings take on a 
new look and a new name in 1997. The new Museum Art Camps encompass the traditional 
summer classes for young people (in a revised schedule), plus three additional camp 
offerings presented in collaboration with other Cleveland cultural institutions. 

The museum offers MuseumArt Camp (replacing the usual five-week series of 
weekday summer Young People’s Classes) for ages 3 to 14, now offered two days a week 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays or once a week on Saturdays. With SciArt Camp, participants 
choose among four one-day camps that take place at the museum and at the Great Lakes 
Science Center. DanceArt Camp is a five-week series for kids presented in collaboration 
with the CWRU dance studio, Wednesdays for 7- and 8-year-olds, Fridays for 9- and 10- 
year-olds. And TheatreArts Camp offers ten days over two weeks for kids 8 to 12, presented 
in collaboration with Professional Flair and Meridia Center for Rehabilitation and Pain 
Management. Participants in any of the camps should gather in the north lobby shortly 
before starting time (or at the Great Lakes Science Center for the SciArt Camp). Registration 
details and dates vary — specific information on each of the Art Camps follows.

MuseumArt Camp 

Open Walk-In Registration is Saturday, June 7, 10:00-3:00 pm. (Members walk-in 
Registration is in person on Thursday and Friday, June 5 and 6 between 10:00 and 4:00 pm 
in the education office level.) Museum family memberships are available at registration. 
Each student must be registered by an adult, in person, at the museum; children need not be 
present. Class size is limited and enrollment is on a first-come, first-served basis. Note: 
Classes with low enrollment will be combined or cancelled. 

Payment of fees: Fee for classes to be paid at registration, cash or check only.

MuseumArt Camp Schedule (including new Saturday summer classes) 

Tuesday and Thursday classes meet twice a week for five weeks, June 24- July 24, 10:00-1 1 :30 am or 
1:30-3:00 pm. Class fee: $50 for family level and higher museum membership; $60 for individual, 
student, and senior members, and non-members. Classes for three-year-olds: $60 for members at the 
family level and higher; $70 for all others. 

Saturday classes meet for five Saturdays, June 28-July 26, 10:00-1 1 :30 am or 1 :30- 
3:00 pm. Class fee: $25 for family level or higher museum membership; $30 for individual, student, and 
senior members, and non-members. Classes for parent and three-year-olds: $30 for members at the family 
level and higher; $35 for all others. 


Art for Parent & Child Age 3. Creating together in the studio and galleries, parents and children 
experiment with materials. 

Mini-Masters Ages 4-5. Studio projects introduce young children to the museum collection. 

Unicorn’s Garden Ages 5-6. Paintings and paper sculpture created by children explore the world of real 
and imaginary animals. 

3-D Sculpture Ages 6-7. Sculpture, assemblage, and the mechanics of three-dimensional illusion will be 
explored in this class. 

Rock, Paper, Scissors Ages 7-8. Materials of all kinds will be resourcefully combined in two and three 
dimensions to create imagery both real and abstract, indoors and outdoors. 

Mask Workshop Ages 8-9. Participants transform themselves into an ancient or medieval warrior, a 
mythical being or a person of the imagination. 

Airborne Art Ages 9-10. They’ll spin, flutter, and fly — the sky’s the limit with these kinetic 
objects of art. 

Gallery and Garden Ages 10-12. Artists respond to nature in countless ways that may vary as much as 
the work of Claude Monet and Georgia O’Keeffe. The class will consider some of these approaches in the 
museum galleries and the gardens of University Circle. 

Sun and Shadows Ages 12-14. Studio classes using patterns of light and shadow, dimensional illusions, 
and colors that compliment and blend will add to the budding artist’s understanding of visual effects. 

For Parents: Gallery Talks are held Tuesdays and Saturdays, 10: 15—1 1:15 am. Informal CMA highlights 
tours of the collection, offered while children are in morning classes. Meet at the information desk.

In this collaborative session 
discover how scientists and artists use similar methods to dream, explore, and invent. Begin at the 
Great Lakes Science Center from 9:00-1 1 :30 am. Continue at the Cleveland Museum of Art for a 
studio workshop from 1 :00-3:30 pm. Limit: 20 participants per day.
